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TT HE value of imports into the United Kingdom in

£0-7 million. Exports of sugar in April were up by 
£1-2 million, but this was partially offset by a fall of 
£0-6 million in the value of spirits exported. The 
continued rise in exports of coal was the main cause 
of the rise in the value of exports of 
raw materials by £1-1 million to £5-0 
million. Exports of manufactures 
rose from £105-8 million in March to £109-7 million 
in April, a figure which has been exceeded only on 
one previous occasion. Exports under each of the 
textile groups increased, and in the aggregate textiles 
showed a larger rise than either of the other two main 
divisions of manufactures. The value of exports 
of machinery (£20-6 million) exceeded that for vehicles 
(£19-9 million) for the first time since last January. 
The former was £0-9 million more than in March (a 
similar increase also being recorded for electrical 
goods) while the latter fell by £0-3 million. In spite 
of this decline for vehicles as a whole, the value of 
new cars exported was £5-3 million—a rise of £0-7 
million over the March record. Exports of ships 
fell by £0-7 million and aeroplanes were lower by 
£0-5 million. 

Total imports were £8-0 million more than in 
March. Despite the extra working day in April, 
however, imports of food, drink and 
tobacco were £5:4 million less than 
the very high March figure. Imports 
of dairy produce were down by the largest amount 
for any group (£5-4 million), but were otherwise the 
highest since last August. The value of meat imported 
fell by £4-2 million to £8-4 million, which is the lowest 
figure for two years. There were, however, some 
increases: imports of grain and flour (£18-8 million) 
were £3-1 million more than in March owing to larger 
supplies of maize and oats; the miscellaneous food 
group (largely unrefined sugar) and beverages in- 
creased by £2-1 million and £1-0 million respectively.

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£11-6 million higher than in March. Imports of cotton 
showed the largest increase (£8-4 million) and amounted to 
£14-2 million, which is the highest by value since 1925. 
Imports of wool (£10-7 million) were £2-1 million more than 
in March, but there was practically no rise in the quantity 
imported. Imports of oils, oilseeds, etc., and paper-making 
materials were both the highest on record and were respec- 
tively £1-3 million and £1-2 million more than in March. 
The increase of £2-2 million for manufactures was due to 
increased supplies of refined petroleum from the Dutch 
West Indies. 

Included in the total export figures are shipments by 
U.N.R.R.A. and N.A.A.F.I. which in April amounted to 
£971,000. 

Detailed particulars of our imports, exports and re-exports 
in April were published on May 21*. The tables which 
follow have been extended to give more information than 
has been shown in previous monthly articles on our oversea 
trade.

earlier, coal exports continued to increase and were well 
over double the average for the first three months of the 
year. They were easily the highest since 1940 but only 
one-quarter of the 1938 average. After Eire, which took 
114,000 tons, our largest markets in April were Sweden 
(102,000 tons), Denmark (72,000 tons), the Netherlands 
(67,000 tons) and the Argentine (64,000 tons).

the highest for nearly two years, while those of paints and 
colours just exceeded the high March figure. 

Exports of refined sugar were easily the highest on 
record : over one-third went to Iran. Shipments of pottery 
were slightly below the high March figure; but for cement 
a new record was attained, exports being over two-and-a-half 
times the 1938 average. 


Imports of Food 


Out of a total for all retained imports of £180-8 million, 
the value of retained imports of food, drink and tobacco in 
April was £74-5 million. This was £6-0 million more than 
the average for the first quarter, but, despite the longer 
working month, was £5-9 million less than in March. 

Due mainly to smaller supplies from Canada, the 
quantity of wheat imported was 100,000 tons (one-quarter) 
less than in March but since last October the supplies of 
no other month have exceeded it. Imports of maize, which 
were mostly from the Argentine, rose by 72,000 tons to 
202,000 tons—the highest figure since 1940. Imports of 
oats mainly from Australia amounted to 52,000 tons, 
which was nearly half the quantity imported in the whole 
of 1947. 

Imports of meat (82,000 tons) fell by a fifth to the lowest 
figure for two years, mainly as a result of a sharp fall in 
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the quantity of lamb from New Zealand and of a reduction 
of two-thirds in supplies of bacon and hams. Imports of 
beef, however, were nearly twice those in March but were 
otherwise below the average for recent months. 

Reference has already been made to the fall in the value 
of imports of dairy produce; the quantity of butter 
imported (28,000 tons) fell by nearly a third compared 
with the very high March figure but with this exception 
it was the highest for more than a year. Supplies of cheese 
(8,000 tons) were two-thirds below the previous month and 
apart from last February were the lowest for nearly eight 
years. Imports of potatoes (mostly old) rose sharply to 
73,000 tons, which was three times more than in the 
previous month or in April last year; over half of these 
were from the Netherlands.

Imports of Materials 


For the most important materials, the accompanying 
table shows supplies in April compared with those in earlier 
periods. Apart from one month in 1937 imports of iron ore 
were the highest on record. Total timber supplies (246,000 
tons) fell to little more than two-fifths of the 1938 average, 
but imports of wood pulp and of paper and board were 
each the highest since the third quarter of last year. 

Retained imports of cotton were more than double 
those in March and exceeded the 1938 average for the first 
time for a year. Total imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool 
were, as in March, 12 per cent. higher than in 1938: 
re-exports amounted to 6,700 tons, compared with 9,600 
tons in the pre-war year, so that retained imports were 
nearly one-third higher than in 1938. 

Importe of ground nuts were the highest for two years 
and supplies of other oilseeds and nuts were slightly above 
the first quarter average. For linseed oil, there was 4 
heavy reduction to about the 1938 level, but supplies of 
whale oil were the highest since July of last year. 

Retained imports of refined petroleum exceeded thé 
first quarter average by 43 per cent., mainly as a result of 
very large imports of fuel and diesel oil. These were nearly 
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times the 1938 average and reached a record for any 
e-time month. At nearly double the average for 1938, 
ports of crude petroleum were the highest ever recorded.

Prices of Women’s and 
Maids’ Outerwear 


HE Board of Trade have issued a new Order on the 
manufacture and supply of women’s and maids’ Utility 
outerwear, replacing the existing Directions. 

The new Order provides for the use of the subdivided 


af woo! cloth specifications in the 210, 235 and 219 ranges, /1 


indicating the woollen cloths and /2 the worsteds. Worsted 
doths in the 209 range have been removed from the schedule 
for women’s garments in accordance with the Board’s policy 
ofreserving Utility worsteds for men’s wear. 

Ceiling prices for heavy outerwear have been raised by 
per cent. to take account of increased making costs, such 
as trimmings and wages agreed before the ‘‘ standstill” 
announcement early this year. 

Provision is also made for the use of unsubsidized cotton 
coths (preceded by the letter X). New rayon specifications 
have been added. 

The rayon cloths for dresses and blouses have been re- 
grouped according to recent changes in cloth prices, but the 
group ceiling prices for the garments remain unchanged. 
Only two ceiling prices—for 1056/1 and 1058/1—have been 
reduced. In order to allow greater elasticity in the use of 
rayon, the Order permits the use of any dress cloth (except 
1005) to make unlined costumes, two-piece dresses, or jumper 
suits; the ceiling prices are the same as those for dresses 
except in the case of the heavier-type-rayons which were 
already scheduled for unlined costumes.

Outerwear) (Manufacture and Supply) Order, 1948 (S.I. 
1948 No. 991), price 4d., is obtainable through any book- 
seller or newsagent, or direct from H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches. 





Manufacturers’ Prices for 
Galvanized Hollow-ware 


As a consequence of rises in the prices of sundry imported 
rw materials, increased labour costs and increased carriage 
charges, which took effect before November 1947, the Board 
of Trade, in consultation with the Central Price Regulation 
Committee, have made an Order* increasing the manufac- 
turer’s maximum price for galvanized hollow-ware. 

The Order, which came into operation on May 21, 
amends the General Hollow-ware (Maximum Prices) 
Order, 1947, as amended, by providing that the manufac- 
turer’s maximum price computed in accordance with Article 
2(i) of that Order, shall in the case of galvanized hollow-ware

New Colours and Designs 
at Carpet Exhibition 


N ancient times, people who were fortunate enough to 

possess carpets valued them so highly that they used 

them to decorate their walls, to drape couches or to 
cover themselves when asleep. 


At an exhibition of British made carpets, staged in London 
at the Royal Horticultural Hall from May 12 to 28 the 
exhibits are of such attractive colouring and design, and of 
such fine workmanship, that anyone seeing them must feel 
that they could easily be used in the old way as decoration 
instead of as floor coverings. Some are of such delicate 
colouring and texture that they look almost like heavy silk 
brocades which could be used for women’s evening wear. 


This exhibition of Britain’s carpet industry has been 
organized and sponsored by the Carpet Manufacturers’ 
Executive Committee and designed by the British Colour 
Council as a prestige display to show the public and buyers 
from home and overseas the high standard which the British 
carpet industry has attained in colour, design and quality. 
It is the first exhibition of its kind ever to be held in this 
country, and the whole of the trade has co-operated to make 
the display possible. 


The whole exhibit occupies an area of 20,000 square feet, 
and considerable ingenuity has been used in the display. 
Two central features divide the hall, each consisting of a 
statue surrounded by flowers, with a large ‘‘ mushroom ”’ in 
the centre of éach, 6 feet in diameter, showing 350 tufts of 
different coloured wools used in the carpet industry. 


The carpets on show range from the traditional Axminster 
and Persian designs to the modern plain and pastel shades 
used for private houses, hotels, cinemas, ships and theatres. 

One section is devoted to chintz patterns which are par- 
ticularly popular in the Canadian and American markets, 
and this range shows an almost bewildering variety of 
colourings and finishes. 


A section at the end of the hall is devoted to what the 
organizers call the ‘‘ New Look ’”’ in carpets. The exhibits 
here are composed of novelty type finishes. Some of the 
carpets have the appearance of a carved or sculptured 
surface, in a wide range of new colours. 


A section which is attracting considerable attention is the 
Design Studio. Wall exhibits show an artist’s original 
sketch for a carpet design of roses and clematis. Next to it 
is the charcoal sketch showing the practical arrangement of 
the design for weaving purposes. Exhibit 3 is the coloured 
diagram, done on point paper to show how the coloured 
threads will weave, and at the end is the trial slip woven to 
show the overall effect of the pattern. Other sketches in the 
studio, where an artist is at work, show the original sketch 
and working design for an Axminster rug, and the historical 
story of a Persian rug design. 


Other exhibits which catch the eye are a carpet in a raised 
square pattern in pale eau de nil, a plain carpet in a pale 
apricot shade, a beautiful Oriental type design in the 
traditional blue and fawn pattern, a modern rug with plain 
fawn background, patterned boldly with maroon and black 
leaf spray design and a carpet of black, with a squared 
pattern on it which looks exactly like delicate petit point 
embroidery. 


The exhibition is open daily from 10 a.m. to 6 p.m. and 
the public are admitted on payment of Is. Carpet manu- 
facturers are anxious to gain an idea of public taste in 
carpets in the home market, and although most of the 
exhibits are for the export market at present, the manu- 
facturers are asking the public to complete a ‘‘ quiz” form 
in which questions are asked on preferences in colour and 
design. The results will assist manufacturers in assessing 
contemporary taste. 


Despite the many difficulties with which the carpet 
industry is faced, and although production only re-started in 
1945, after the industry had been on war work entirely 
throughout the war years, carpet production is now running 
at nearly 75 per cent. of pre-war figures. 


This exhibition certainly demonstrates that the industry 
has lost none of its traditional skill, and that for quality and 
design, British products can stand on their own feet in any 
markét in the world. 
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B.I.F. Buyers Amazed at Britain’s 


Industrial 


Recovery

EARLY half a million people visited the 1948 British 

Industries Fair during its eleven days’ run at Olympia, 

Earls Court and Castle Bromwich. There were over 
14,000 oversea buyers, more than twice the pre-war average 
number; 220,000 home market buyers, and about 200,000 
members of the general public. The attendance of oversea 
buyers was slightly below the record figure for the first 
post-war Fair, but the total number of visitors was a 
record. 

Before attempting a balanced review of the Fair from the 
point of view of organizers, exhibitors and visitors, may I be 
allowed to dispose once and for all of the facile and familiar 
question, ‘‘ How much business was done?” It is quite 
simply unanswerable. Exhibitors are under no compulsion 
whatever to reveal details even of the firm orders they 
receive, let alone contracts that may be in delicate negotia- 
tion. Oversea orders that have been made public by the 
firms concerned amount to millions of pounds, but the full 
harvest is not yet reaped. It can be stated with certainty 
that some of the business contacts made at this year’s 
B.1.F. will form thé basis of a lively and lucrative trade 
for very many years to come. 

It was the general opinion in London that the ‘‘ calibre ” 
of buyers was higher than ever before. In the years before 
the war travelling and accommodation were, easier and a 
visit to the B.I.F. could be something in the nature of a 
holiday. Last year there were probably many who made 
the journey as an escape from the claustrophobia of war- 
time. ‘‘ This time,” said an official, ‘‘ the B.I.F. has 
attracted the greatest number of serious buyers ever to 
attend a national trade fair.” 


Selling the Major Problem 


Exhibitors report that enquiries have been more numerous 
and ‘‘significant’’ this year, and that the outstanding 
question mark has been not output or delivery, but import 
licensing restrictions. It would seem that the Fair has 
served to demonstrate that the major problem now con- 
fronting British industry is that of selling. The manufac- 
turers for their part say that they are often helpless in the 
matter, and that their future must depend on the Govern- 
ment’s success in its bilateral trade negotiations. True 
it is that the effect of restrictions has in many cases been to 
reduce what might have been a big contract to a small 
‘*test”’ or sample order pending the solution of import 
problems. It may, therefore, well be that the volume of 
real business resulting from the Fair will be eventually 
greater, but more delayed, than at any previous time. 

In some trade groups it has been recognised that prices 
quoted are no longer competitive, especially to Scandinavia, 
Belgium and Canada. There are one or two firms in every 
trade, so well established and so renowned for superlative 
quality that they can afford to ignore such considerations, 
but some of the others have been sobered. by the 1948 
contrast with the sellers’ market atmosphere of only a year 
ago. An encouraging reaction from exhibitors whose 
markets show signs of constricting is that this is the very 
time to stage a virile display before the world. Well, the 
world was represented by buyers from 108 territories—a 
record number—and there were very few who were not 
impressed by the magnitude of the show and the high 
quality of British goods. 

Of the 3,500 firms exhibiting on 26 miles of stands, the 
majority, it would seem, are satisfied that their participation 
was worthwhile, if not for the volume of definite orders 
received then for the valuable new friends made and old 
acquaintanceships renewed. There have already been a 
good number of applications for space at next year’s Fair. 


Demand for Capital Goods 


Reactions at Oastle Bromwich were decidedly more 
forthright than those from London. Comment throughout 
was definitely favourable, and the Fair management re- 
ported a notable absence of the complaints that usually 
accompany poor buying. The general atmosphere of the 
show was bright and cheerful, and oversea buyers numbered 
12 per cent. more than last year. 

In the machinery and heavy capital goods sections 
manufacturers found the demand for their products still 





far from satisfied ; they still have a production problem, 
The makers of consumer goods complain that their hom 
trade is being restrained by the public’s decreased purchasing 
power and by uncertainty about rumoured purchase tay 
changes. Rumour played a part, too, in talk of a possibk 
easing of restrictions on building, and as the story spread 
at the end of the first week of the Fair it resulted in, 
marked increase in home orders booked by the building 
trades exhibitors. 


Oversea buyers made good use of the club provided 
for them for the first time at Birmingham, and the inter. 
preters were kept busy. Visitors from North-West Europ 
were especially prominent, and India, the United State 
and South America were also well represented. Their 
reactions to the range of goods displayed were excellent, 
and the quality was greatly admired. Comment about 
prices was apt to be less favourable, and in some case 
it was felt that delivery dates—although much better than 
last year—could be still further shortened. 

Of the particular trades taking part, paint firms found 
business quiet because of lack of linseed oil, and restrictions 
on house building; hardwaré sales were down because, it 
appears, of a genuine catching up of supply with demand; 
there were big orders still for industrial electrical gear, 
machine tools and machine shop equipment. 

The Castle Bromwich Fair manager, saying there had 
been many applications for space next year and often for 
increased allocations, expressed the opinion that the 
Castle Bromwich section could do with another 50,000 
square feet. He favoured public admission (which is 
possible every day of the Fair at its Midlands section, but 
not in London) because it was psychologically good to have 
a ‘“‘live” crowd, so long as business was not interfered 
with—and there had been no complaints of that. 

Here are some comments from exhibitors, taken as they 
came and without fishing for compliments :— 


‘* We have had a tremendous number of enquiries for 
agencies abroad, and our regular customers have been 
paying courtesy visits. I think it is worth while showing 
at the B.I.F. We were not here last year, but we intend 
to be here next.” 

‘*We have stacks of enquiries from oversea people 

wanting to manufacture under licence .. .”’ 

‘* Last year we had thousands of enquiries that turned 
out to be worthless. This year we hope that many 
of the enquiries we have had will result in good orders.’ 

‘* We cannot grumble. We have had some very sound 
and substantial enquiries, quite a number from oversea.” 

**'We have not had any colossal orders, but then we 
never do book many orders. I think the Fair has beet 
worth while from the publicity and prestige angle.” 

‘*T am particularly glad that the B.I.F. is now being 
held in May. It is just the right time of the year.” 

‘* Business has surpassed all expectation. It will take 
us months to deal with all the enquiries.” 

‘* On our busiest single day at the Fair we had enquiries 
from buyers representing 18 countries. While orders 
placed were quite small, the potential business is very 
large indeed.”’ 

‘Orders taken have more than paid all expenses 
incurred at the exhibition. Our only grumble is that we 
require about four times the space.” 

‘* The Fair started slowly, but later things turned out 
better than we expected.”’ 

‘* We have not had the number of buyers we had last 
year, but we are satifsied that the enquiries are more 
genuine.”’ 

The majority of oversea buyers to whom I spoke were 
satisfied that their visit had been justified. Some of the™ 
expressed amazement at the evidence of Britain’s industrial 
recovery, particularly in view of stories about our techno- 
logical stagnation which appear to have some circulation 
abroad. They feel the frustration of import restrictions 
just as keenly as the exhibitors. Many expressed apprecia 
tion of the comforts of the buyers’ clubs, the help given 2 
finding hotel accommodation, and (more rarely) of the 
feeding arrangements. 

The trade and employers’ associations represented wel? 
for the most part, quite naturally, cautious in ther 
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summing-up of the results of the Fair. There seemed general 
agreement that well-established firms had done well, but 
that newcomers who had so far had experience only of 
pusiness in a sellers’ market would have to be well on their 
toes if they were to remain prosperous in the rapidly- 
changing world trade conditions. In particular there was 
evidence that oversea markets were becoming more “‘choosy,”’ 
and expected especial attention to be paid to their own 
requirements in design, display, packing and publicity. 


Highest Praise for Leather 

Highest praise for an individual section deservedly went 
to the leather and footwear exhibit, centre-piece of the 
show, for a display of supreme craftsmanship. Business in 
this section may indeed have been patchy, but the vivid 
proof of what Britain’s leather industries can do will have 
made a lasting impression on.the many thousands who saw 
it, This is not to say that by any means all the shoe and 
leather men have philosophically to take a long-term view 
of the worth of their participation ; many of them reported 
yaluable orders placed on the spot, and enquiries that 
promise well for the near future. 

Finally, here is another selection of those impressionistic 
snapshots from individual stands which, more than all the 
judicious summing-up, provide a clear picture of the sort 
of business that was done at this year’s B.I.F. and the 
initiative shown by manufacturers and exporters to get it. 

A Brazilian buyer placed an immediate order for 5,000 
mincing machines, fitted with a new type of cutting blade 
and fixing device, only after being satisfied that it would 
mince coconuts. An Indian ruler also took a great interest, 


and demanded 500 machines of different colours to be 
delivered to him each month until countermanded. This 
happened at Olympia, from which section there was news, 


too, of ‘‘coals to Newcastle”? in negotiations with 
Switzerland for a thousand 8-day chiming and striking 
clocks. If these negotiations succeed it is likely that a 
regular trade will be built up in the supply of clock move- 
ments, hands and faces to the Swiss, who will themselves 
make the cabinets. 


Demonstration by Film 


In the office equipment section the Belgian Minister of 
Works placed an order worth a quarter of a million francs 
for a pneumatic tube system to be installed in the Cheque 
Posteaux buildings, Brussels. A printing machinery firm 
claims orders amounting to £34,000 booked at Olympia. 
Printers have to be specially instructed in the working of 
this firm’s new rotary press and this is achieved by sending 
an explanatory film to each buyer. 

There has been a big demand on behalf of foreign navies 
for supplies of a plastic-coated cloth, used extensively for 
upholstery in H.M. ships, including the Vanguard when 
she sailed for South Africa with the Royal Family. Another 
highlight of the textile section was a machine for the 
automatic spacing of buttons and button-holes, which 
lessens production costs and speeds-up output. The more 
effectively to show twelve drapes of spun and woven cloth 
for household furnishings a Manchester firm used (for the 
first time in Britain) circular fluorescent lighting. 

A Birmingham exhibitor sold nearly £5,000 worth of 
refrigerators to Iceland, and when the Fair ended he left 
immediately for Scandinavia to complete negotiations for 
over £100,000 worth of low-temperature cabinets for 
freezing fish fillets. From Portuguese Africa a London 
frm showing a ‘‘ pocket boilerhouse” (electrically- 
operated and only the tenth of the size of a solid fuel plant) 
received a £10,000 order. An American millionaire who 
visited Birmingham was so impressed with British develop- 
ments in high-temperature metallurgical equipment that 
he negotiated a licence-exchange agreement under which 
it is estimated that the originators will gain more than a 
million pounds over the next ten years.

It was a very fine Fair. At its close I went to congratulate 
the organizers, expecting to find them in a state of satisfied 
taxation. But not a bit of it; they are already deeply 
Preoccupied with the details of next year’s show. 
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Utility Knitted Goods 


HE Board of Trade have made the Knitted Goods 

(Manufacture and Supply) (Amendment) (No. 2) Order, 

1948, coming into force on May 24. This Order amends 
the principal Order (S.I. 1948 No. 316) as follows :— 

It brings inte force Supplement No. 3 to Schedule J of 
Utility Knitted Goods which provides for an increase in 
the manufacturer’s maximum price of a number of existing 
specifications and a decrease in the price of others. It also 
adds a number of new items to the Utility range of knitted 
goods, including men’s and boys’ Rugby and Association 
football jerseys, and withdraws three specifications of 
women’s hose. 

The Order also amends the provision in the principal 
Order which allows a manufacturer to supply non-Utility 
goods, made from any of the Utility cloths specified in 
the First Schedule, to a person ‘‘ who he has reasonable 
cause to believe ’’ intends to export them. The purchaser 
must now provide the manufacturer with a written declara- 
tion that he will only supply the goods by export or to a 
person who gives him a written declaration that he will 
dispose of them only by export. Any persons who obtain 
goods against such declarations may only dispose of them 
in accordance therewith. The provisions of the principal 
Order allowing exemption from price control and ‘‘ non- 
Utility quota ’”’ restrictions in the case of goods supplied 
for export have been modified to the same effect.

Shipping Guess Returns 


The Liverpool Underwriters’ Association has issued the 
following Classified Return of Casualties to motor and 
steam vessels of 500 tons gross register and upwards which 
have been posted in the Loss Book during the month 
ended April 30. The returns are compared with similar 
periods for 1946 and 1947. 

In April 1948 four losses of motor and steam vessels 
were shown. These amounted to a gross tonnage of 5,169, 
of which one was British Commonwealth of 505 and one 
Danish of 2,786. 

In April 1947 there were 16 losses totalling 78,731 tons, 
of which six were British Commonwealth, 37,323 tons ; 
four American, 21,683 tons; one French, 7,176 tons; one 
Greek, 5,482 tons; one Norwegian, 3,131 tons, and two 
Swedish, 3,112 tons. 

In April 1946, the figures were 11 of 43,796 tons. Of 
these one was British Commonwealth of 2,590 tons, two 
American of 14,396 tons and four Norwegian of 15,461 tons.

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Helps Standards 


Association of Australia

T has consistently been the aim of the Standards 

Association of Australia since its establishment in 1922 

to maintain uniformity of practice with the British 
Standards Institution both as to administrative organization 
and procedure and as to the technical provisions of standard 
specifications. This has been found to be possible in very 
large measure, and has been greatly facilitated by the 
visits to Australia of the former Director of the British 
Standards Institution, Mr. C. le Maistre, in 1931, and of the 
present Director, Mr. Percy Good, in 1938. The British 
Commonwealth Standards Conference of 1946 was also 
most valuable in strengthening the bonds of co-operation 
in standards matters between the respective countries 
which participated. 

There are certain factors, however, which cause inevitable 
departures from strict uniformity. In organization, one 
of these factors is the existence in Australia of six sovereign 
States each with its capital and centre or centres of in- 
dustrial activity separated by hundreds or even thousands 
of miles. These conditions demand a considerable decen- 
tralization of standards activity. The impracticability of 
bringing men from all localities to a central meeting place 
except for the most important meetings has led to the 
adoption of a system of collaborating committees negotiating 
with each other by correspondence, aided at times by 
exchanges of visits by staff officers. Such a procedure 
adds greatly to the difficulties of securing a consensus of 
opinion and to the time taken to produce a standard. 


Difference in Conditions 


A further differentiation between conditions in Britain 
and Australia is with respect to volume of work and size 
of organization. The Standards Association of Australia 
was established much later than the B.S.I., and though 
in each case the extent of activity is constantly increasing, 
there is a time lag between the two. In Australia the Coun- 
eil originally supervized directly the work of sectional 
eommittees. At a later stage two ‘‘ Division Committees ”’ 
were appointed for this task. The Association is now in the 
process of substituting for these a series of Industry Com- 
mittees. It does not consider that there is yet justification 
for creating as extensive a supervisory organization as now 
operates in Britain. Its industry committees will therefore 
have the combined functions of the British Divisional 
Councils and Industry Committees. In other respects the 
Australian committee organization is substantially the 
same as that in Britain. 

Uniformity in technical matters presents a more com- 
plex problem. Every effort is made to follow British 
standards, and the Association’s regulations require that 
at the first meeting on any project the relevant British 
standard shall be tabled for consideration. Moreover, the 
Australian Association of British Manufacturers is repre- 
sented on the Council and Industry and other committees 
of the Association. Finally, all specifications in draft form 
are circulated throughout the British Commonwealth for 
comment. 

Variations which occur notwithstanding these measures 
are due to a variety of causes, including climatic conditions, 
nature of raw materials, conditions of supply, the inevitable 
conflict of technical opinion which at times cannot be 
reconciled, and the inertia of established practice which 
in certain fields has been moulded in Australia in large 
measure on American practice. 

In addition, there have been many instances of Australian 
standards having been initiated in the absence of any 
British counterpart. A notable example is the group of 
Australian Approval and Test Specifications for electrical 
appliances made necessary by the statutory control of the 
manufacture and sale of such appliances as to their safety 
provisions. 

When a departure from British standard or trade practice 
is embodied in an Australian standard every effort is made 
to broaden the terms of the specification to avoid excluding 
the British made product from the Australian market. 
When this cannot be achieved, the task of modifying the 
normal British product to suit Australian needs is made as 


simple as possible. Notwithstanding these measures, 
cases not infrequently arise of British products such ag 
electrical appliances being sent to Australia which do not 
comply with the statutory requirements. The incvitable 
disappointment, annoyance and loss which result could 
have been avoided by alterations to some details, usually 
very easily effected. It is therefore of great importance that 
British exporters to Australia should ascertain in advance 
the requirements of the Australian market as expressed in 
standards or otherwise, and particularly when the product 
is of a type that is subject to statutory control in Australia, 
It is also essential that British industry should take full 
advantage of the opportunity provided for commenting on 
draft specifications circulated, thereby ensuring that 
such comments are available to the S.A.A. before the draft 
standard is finalized, framing Australian standards to their 
liking by commenting fully on the draft specifications 
circulated. On both these matters contact with the British 
Standards Institution will provide the necessary oppor- 
tunities. 


Codes of Practice 


An interesting feature of.the Australian work has been 
the development of a considerable range of standard codes 
of practice. The early attention given in Australia to this 
form of standard relatively to similar British work was due 
again to the existence of State Governments, which have 
responsibility for controlling by regulations the operations 
of industry in respect of the safeguarding of life and 
property. The preparation of the S.A.A. Boiler Code was 
designed to bring about uniformity of regulations governing 
boiler inspection in the respective States and to remove 
certain anomalies which were burdensome to industry. 
Many other codes having a similar purpose followed. 
Prominent among those in the electrical field are codes for 
wiring installations and associated appliances, X-Ray 
equipment, radio apparatus and electric welding. In the 
mechanical engineering group, in addition to boilers and 
unfired pressure vessels, are codes for cranes and hoists, 
refrigerators, compressed gas cylinders, fuel oil installations, 
and certification in boiler welding. Building construction 
has called for codes for steel frame buildings, reinforced 
concrete structures, lifts and escalators, welding in struc- 
tures, fixing of roofing tiles, platforms, gangways, stairs and 
ladders, automatic sprinkler installations and fire extin- 
guishers, and identification of pipes, conduits, ducts and 
cables in buildings, etc. 

In other groups there are Australian Standard Codes 
for road signs, precautions to be observed in the use of 
paints, sampling of coal and coke, oxide coating of ferrous 
metals in hot caustic solutions, hard chromium plating of 
steel, testing of textiles, and drawing office practice. 

In Australia the term ‘‘ national standard’ is not 
regarded as being confined to purchase specifications but as 
applying equally to standards of practice including standard 
methods of testing. It is also regarded as the natural 
function of the national standards body to be responsible 
for all types of national standard, and it is considered of 
equal importance in respect of the several classes of standard 
that the preparation should be in the hands of representative 
committees under the direction of the national standards 
body. With this view all the professional, industrial and 
commerical organizations and government authorities 
concur and all cordially co-operate. The result is a degree 
of co-ordination and a national status not easily attained 
under decentralized authority. Australian Standard Codes, 
where applicable, are therefore extensively used as the basis 
of statutory regulations, often being adopted merely 
by reference in the regulations to the classification numbet 
and title of the standard. 


Wide Range of Industries 


The Association has covered a wide range of industries 
with its purchase specifications. In the civil engineering 
and building construction field it has dealt with steel and 
concrete construction materials, road making materials, 
building materials and accessories, and household fitting 
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In mechanical engineering many of the British standards 
for basic elements such as screw threads and bolts and nuts, 
gears and precision measuring instruments, have been 
endorsed as Australian standards. A large number of 
dectrical standards has been issued, based in most cases 
on the corresponding British standards. The transportation 
group comprises mainly railway requirements, and despite 
the differences in the conditions in which railways operate 
in sparsely and thickly populated countries respectively 
there is a considerable amount of agreement between the 
standards adopted. In ferrous and non-ferrous metallurgy 
the same basic agreement holds and many British standards 
have been endorsed. 

In the chemical industry group most of the specifications 
are for paint materials, and though British standards were 
studied in the preparation some variations were found to 
be necessary. 

Specifications for the timber industry are inevitably 
individual in character because of the nature of Australian 
hardwoods. In ceramics, however, it has been possible to 
adopt in large measure the British standards for laboratory 
glassware. 

During the war most of the specifications issued were 
in the Emergency Series. A large range of standards for 
aircraft materials was issued, and these were based partly 
on British and partly on American practice, to meet the 
conditions arising from the combination of British, American 
and Australian forces in the South West Pacific Area. The 
same conditions applied in respect of land transport and 
other branches of work for war needs. 

A useful branch of work in Australia which now has 
a British counterpart is that on a wide variety of materials 
and equipment for use in hospitals. This was designed to 
provide a sound technical basis for the purchase of hospital 
supplies and to co-ordinate the demand as an aid to manu- 
facturing. 


Publications Issued 


The Association, in addition to its Annual Report and 
List of Publications, issues a Monthly Information Sheet, 
as recommended by the British Commonwealth Standards 
Conference. It has also for many years issued a Quarterly 
Bulletin, giving short articles and items of news relating 
to current activities. This publication, the title of which 
has recently been altered to Australian Standards Quarterly 
is issued gratis upon request. ; 

The Standards Association of Australia celebrated its 
Silver Jubilee in November last, the first meeting of its 
original Main Committee having been held in November, 
1922. Its formation was sponsored by the Commonwealth 
and State Governments which have increasingly throughout 
its existence accorded it recognition and support. This 
recognition was strikingly demonstrated during the second 
World War by the responsibilities placed upon the Associa- 
tion by the Commonwealth Government and by the Defence 
Services and departments responsible for supply and 
munitions. In the post-war years similar reliance has been 
placed on the Association in regard to housing and in- 
dustrial rehabilitation. 

The Association’s main source of revenue has been and 
still is a Commonwealth Government subsidy, but this is 
augmented by subscriptions from industry and commerce 
and by State Government grants. In addition contributions 
of value comparable with the total cash revenue are made 
in the form of services of committee members, a large 
proportion of which comes from industry. 

The Association has issued over 770 standards. In the 
year ended June 30, 1947, the number of copies of Australian 
standards sold was 26,831, and in addition 18,655 compli- 
mentary copies were issued. British standards sold by the 
Association number approximately 10,000 copies per annum. 
These represent principally those standards which have 
been endorsed in Australia without reprinting. As a great 
many British standards form the basis of further Australian 
standards printed and sold as such, the degree of uniformity 
With British practice which has been achieved is strikingly 
illustrated By these figures. 

The S.A.A. Library has achieved a reputation possessed 
by very few ‘‘ special” libraries in Australia. There are 
over 70,000 specifications listed, and an approximately 
similar number of pamphlets, volumes and other literature. 
Though these figures are small as library accessions go, 
they represent such a complete collection of standards 
literature that the library is recognized as the biblio- 
gtaphical authority in Australia on standardization and is 
used as such, alike by Government and private enterprise. 
The library information service is one of the busiest branches 
of the Association’s activity. 

Australia is taking an active part in international 
standards and related matters, and is an elected member of 
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the Council of the new International Organization for 
Standardization. It has long been a member of the Inter- 
national Electrotechnical Commission, the S.A.A. Electrical 
Sectional Committee being the I.E.C. Australian National 
Committee; of the World Power Conference with the 
S.A.A. Power Survey Committee as National Committee ; 
of the International Commission on Large Dams, the 
National Committee of which was formed and is adminis- 
tered by S.A.A.; and of the International Sub-Commission 
on Concrete for Large Dams, with the S.A.A. Cement 
Sectional Committee as National Committee. The S.A.A. 
is at present participating in the formation of an Australian 
National Committee of the International Commission on 
Illumination. 


Standards Marks 


The Association is somewhat behind other members of 
the British Commonwealth in its progress in regard to 
standards marks, but this is not due to lack of interest in 
the subject. Even prior to the visit of Mr. Percy Good to 
Australia in 1938, which was largely for the purpose of 
discussing this subject, the Association had been engaged 
on plars for securing suitable legislation under which to 
operate a standards mark. The position is rendered par- 
ticularly difficult in Australia by reason of the sub-division 
of governmental functions between Commonwealth and 
States and the complexity of the problem of devising 
Commonwealth legislation which would yield the desired 
results. The plans were considerably aided by the British 
Commonwealth Standards Conference discussions in 1946. 
Early in 1947 the Association submitted to the Common- 
wealth Government a draft of desired amending legislation 
and this is now under consideration. It is hoped that this 
will open the way for Australia, in company with other 
members of the Commonwealth to proceed actively with a 
scheme for standard marks to be applied to goods to indicate 
that they comply with the terms of the relevant standard. 

In all the last-mentioned matters Australia is following 
in the steps of the British Standards Institution and is 
consolidating its co-operation with that organization by 
maintaining as much as possible uniformity in basic prin- 
ciples and organization. In standardization as in many 
other fields of activity the British way of life is regarded 
as the best in the world and is the way of life Australia 
desires to retain.

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Questions Asked and Answered 
in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry answered in Parliament 


TUESDAY MAY 1li1 


Industrial Overall Exports 

The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, 
stated that permission for the export of Utility cloths in the 
industrial overall range had been given only for exports to 
particularly desirable markets and the total quantity 
involved had been too small to have had any appreciable 
effect upon home supplies. 

Paper for Trade Fairs 

Asked whether an additional allocation of newsprint 
was made to the promoters of trade fairs for the publicising 
of those fairs, the President replied that no newsprint had 
been made available but certain quantities of other descrip- 
tions of paper had been licensed, each application being 
considered on its merits. 

Textile Exports to Canada 

Asked if he was aware of the cancellation of textile 
orders to Canada owing to British cottons being dearer 
than Canadian; that Canadian importers were seeking 
larger imports from the United States and Japan ; and what 
action he proposed to take, the President replied that he was 
aware that Canadian firms had in many cases considered 
the prices quoted by our exporters to be high, but he was 
not aware that orders once booked had been cancelled. 
He was in constant touch with the Cotton Board and 
representatives of the industry on this matter and was 
satisfied that every effort was being made to meet Canada’s 
needs. 

Exports of Textiles and Clothing 

Export of textiles and clothing had increased from a total 
value of £19-57 millions sterling in September last when 
the export targets were originally announced to an average 
value of £22-93 millions a month in the first quarter of 
1948, it was stated. 

The present ta>zet was £37-40 millions a month and very 
considerable further increases would be necessary for its 
ahievement. The diversion of cloth from the home to the 
export market was inevitably a lengthy process and exports 
had not yet felt the full benefit of the decision taken last 
autumn to transfer supplies. 

Increased Prices for Men’s Wear 

The 40 per cent. increase in shop prices of men’s Utility 
shirts, pyjamas and underwear was a maximum figure 
the President said. In many cases the increase would be 
much less than this. These higher maximum prices arose 
almost entirely from the higher prices the garment manu- 
facturers had to pay for Utility cotton cloth now that the 
subsidy had been removed ; the rest of the increase was 
due to wage increases agreed before February 4. 

Suggested Increase in Fees for Weights and Measures 

The President said that he had received representations 
from a number of Local Authorities that the statutory fees 
for the verification and stamping of weighing and measuring 
instruments should be increased. Proposals for the amend- 
nent of the existing Fees Orders had been circulated by his 
Department to the interested parties for comment, and their 
replies were now under consideration. 

Production of Women’s Shoes 

Asked about the production of women’s shoes of more 
Varied sizes as a result of his negotiations with the shoe 
manufacturers, the President said that additional materials 
had already been allocated to certain manufacturers who 
specialized in sizes and fittings outside the average range. 
He was also hopeful that the recent improvement in shoe 
supplies would result in more attention being given by 
distributors and manufacturers to the needs of individual 
customers, 

British Tourist and Holidays Board 

The President said that the British Tourist and Holidays 
Board had no specific statutory powers. They were an 
advisory body representative of the Tourist, Hotel, Catering 
and Holiday Industries. They included members from 

tland, and Wales, two representatives of the T.U.C. and 
two members to watch the interests of the consumer. The 
d was also a clearing house for the views and require- 
nents of the industries concerned, and when necessary they 
made representations to the Board of Trade on matters 
‘quiring Government action.

Development Council for Pottery 

Asked about the composition of the Development 
Council for the Pottery Industry, the President said that 
at a meeting with representatives of the British Pottery 
Manufacturers’ Federation last month they advanced 
certain proposals, as an alternative to those which he had 
put forward to them, on which they considered that agree- 
ment with both sides of the industry could be reached. 
Though the President remained of the opinion that a 
Development Council was desirable in this industry, he 
agreed that the employers should discuss their new proposals 
with the Union concerned, and he arranged that they should 
report the result of these discussions to him at a joint meet- 
ing with representatives of the Union to be held soon after 
Whitsun. 
Drive to Stimulate Cotton Production 

The President announced that he and the Minister of 
Labour had written to the civic heads of 30 towns in the 
cotton textile area, emphasizing that the Government would 
be most grateful if they felt prepared to take the lead in 
organizing local campaigns to stimulate cotton production 
in their respective towns. It was hoped that, irrespective 
of party, Members of Parliament for Lancashire would 
support the drive in their constituencies both by impressing 
on the civic heads the benefits to be expected from such 
campaigns and by taking an active part in their organization 
and conduct.

Capital Expenditure and Factory Building 

The President gave the following information on the 
effect of the reduction in capital expenditure on factory 
construction in the development areas :— 

In the case of South Wales the construction of 300 new 
factories and extensions of 5,000 sq. ft. and over, represent- 
ing estimated employment when in full production of about 
67,000, had been approved up to March 31, 1948, of which 
58, representing estimated full employment of about 
11,000 had had to be deferred.

Asked what progress had been made with the erection of 
factories in the Gwendraeth Valley, Carmarthenshire and 
when these factories were likely to be completed, the 
President replied that the Ponthenry Grenfell factory was 
almost complete and the tenant could now start to move in. 
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The Tumble Grenfell factory and the Kidwelly Advance 
factory should be ready by about August. 

In reply to another question about factory building on 
Merseyside the President said that factories already com- 
pleted, together with those on which work was proceeding, 
should, when in full production, provide jobs for about 
16,000 persons.

Utility Apparel Price Increases 

Asked why price increases in men’s, youths’ and boys’ 
utility apparel had been permitted by S.I. 1948 No. 756, the 
Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. A. G. Bottomley, replied 
that these increases were due to three factors : the increases 
in the prices of utility wool cloths last August and November 
which in turn were due to the higher cost of imported raw 
wool ; the higher cost of cotton linings following the removal 
of the cotton cloth subsidy last January ; and, to a small 
extent, a wage increase agreed before February 4. 
P.V.C. Sheeting 

The increase from 7s. 4d. to 7s. 104d. per square yard in 
the retailers’ overriding maximum price for sheeting which 
was neither printed nor processed and which weighed not 
more than 12 ozs. a square yard, was wholly due to the 
increase in the rate of purchase tax to 66% per cent, it was 
stated. 
Stocks of East African Pyrethrum 

Asked whether he would postpone the proposed destruc- 
tion of stocks of deteriorated East African pyrethrum until 
the possibility of utilizing it through a new process was fully 
investigated, Mr. Bottomley replied that the destruction of 
surplus pyrethrum flowers was agreed with representatives 
of the East African Government and growers. The East 
African High Commission had been asked to report regarding 
the new process for treating pyrethrum flowers and as to the 
desirability of suspending further destruction pending the 
result of their investigations. 


THURSDAY MAY 13 


Gabardine Raincoats 

Gabardine raincoats were not downpointed in the recent 
coupon changes because gaberdine was particularly valuable 
for export and because there was less risk of deterioration 
in those chemically proofed garments than in the rubberized 
mackintoshes, the President stated. The stocks were 
mainly in utility, and although utility clothing was not 
normally exported, he was willing, in view of representations 
received since his announcement last week, to allow the 
export of utility cotton gabardine raincoats for the present. 
Hides and Skins from India 

Supplies of rough-tanned hides and skins from India were 
somewhat lower than usual owing to transport difficulties 
in India, but the position was being carefully watched, and 
it was hoped that supplies would now increase again. 
Raw Material for Paper-making 

Asked what plans he had for increasing the import of 
raw material for the manufacture of paper in Britain, and 
whether he would give an undertaking not to import news- 
print from the United States, the President replied that 
special consideration was given to the question of supplies 
of paper-making materials in any trade discussions which 
took place with supplying countries, and the Government 
was in constant touch with individual oversea suppliers 
with a view to obtaining the maximum quantities which 
were available. The United States was a large net importer 
of newsprint, and no question of import from that country 
was likely to arise. 
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The question whether E.R.P. dollars would be available 
for assisting with the purchase of supplies contracted fop 
in Canada and Newfoundland would fall to be discusseq 
with the Administrator. 

Board of Trade and B.S.I. 

Asked who were his department’s representatives on the 
governing body of the British Standards Institution, ang 
how many meetings they attended in 1947, the President 
replied that the Board of Trade were represented both on 
the General Council of the British Standards Institution and 
on its Executive Committee by an official holding the rank 
of Assistant Secretary. 

During 1947 the Board of Trade representative attended 
four of the five meetings held by the Executive Committee, 


Exports of Medical Instruments 

Exports of medical and surgical instruments were valued 
at £835,000 in 1946 and £594,000 in 1947, it was stated, 
Exports of X-ray apparatus in these years amounted to 
£520,000 and £542,000 respectively, but these figures 
excluded X-ray tubes and X-ray valves, which were not 
recorded separately. 
Coupon-free Gift Clothing 

Asked if he would now permit bulk gifts of clothing 
received from abroad by charitable organizations to be 
distributed by those organizations coupon-free in needy 
cases, the President replied that after consultation with 
the principal organizations who were responsible for 
importing gift clothing, he had decided to sanction the 
distribution of this clothing by appropriate organizations 
without surrender of coupons. He hoped that licences 
would be issued in time for distribution to begin on May 24, 


Committee of Enquiry into Film Industry 

The President said he intended to appoint the Committee 
of Enquiry on film distribution and exhibition in time for 
its work to begin next autumn. In the first instance, 
however, he proposed to appoint a smaller Committee to 
examine the desirability or otherwise of State ownership 
or State management of an additional film studio. 
Stocks of Oiled Fabrics 

The President said he was aware that some traders had 
complained that they could not sell their stocks of oiled 
fabrics such as cotton, nylon and silk already processed. 
The coupon changes announced on May 6, especially the 
downpointing of garments made from this cloth should 
improve the position, and he would arrange for further 
discussion with the manufacturers concerned. 


Exports from South Wales 

The President stated that both he and Board of Trade 
officials in South Wales had constantly pressed local firms 
in common with those in other parts of the country to 
increase their exports, including where necessary the 
development of new lines of manufacture.

DEMAND STILL EXCEEDS SUPPLY 





THe Twenty-First Orpinary General Meetrxe of Imperial 
Chemical Industries, Limited, was held in London on May 20, 
the Right Hon. Lord McGowan, K.B.E., D.C.L., L1.D., the chairman 
presiding. 

The following is an extract from his circulated statement :— 


THE Boarp 


I record with deep regret the loss which the Company and the 
Board have suffered by the untimely death of Mr. D. R. Lawson, 
who had been the Director in charge of the Heavy Chemicals Group 
since November 11, 1943. Mr. Lawson joined Brunner Mond & 
Co., Ltd. one of our original constituent companies, in 1920, and 
prior to his appointment to the Board of the Company he had been 
Chairman of the Delegate Boards of I.C.I. (Lime), Ltd. and I.C.I. 
(Alkali), Ltd. The Company will sadly miss his detailed knowledge 
and experience of the Company’s affairs, his fine judgment and, 
above all, his human understanding and sympathy. 


It is with regret that I refer to the retirement from the Board on 
account of ill-health of the Rt. Hon. Lord Melchett, who was a 
Deputy Chairman of the Board. Lord Melchett (who succeeded 
to the title in December 1930, on the death of his father who, as 
Sir Alfred Mond, was the first Chairman of the Board) was appointed 
a director of Brunner Mond & Co., Ltd. in 1926 and became a Director 
of I.C.I, on the formation of the Company later in the same year. 
The Board pay high tribute to the long, valuable and distinguished 
service rendered to the Company by Lord Melchett, and tender their 
wishes for his early restoration to good health. 


I am glad to welcome the Rt. Hon. Sir John Anderson, who rejoined 
the Board on January 1, 1948; he had previously resigned on 
November 1, 1938, on his appointment as Lord Privy Seal. 

The year 1947 was a difficult one for production, and it is a 
tribute to the effective work of your company’s employees that 
we were able, to a considerable extent, to meet the pressing demand 
for our products in spite of the difficulties of maintaining production 
at the highest level. The demand for many of our products has 
exceeded our ability to supply. In a number of cases we have been 
forced to introduce rationing schemes for the home trade. 


With the important exception of alkali, production of the com- 
pany’s major products was higher than in the previous year, and 
in the case of blasting explosives, non-ferrous metals, industrial 
nitro-cellulose and certain fertilizers the production figures have 
established a record. In the first nine months of the year alkali 
production was seriously restricted by shortage of coal, which I am 
happy to say was in the main remedied by the end of the year. 


We are doing our utmost to maintain the company’s direct 
exports at the maximum level, both for the sake of their contribu- 
tion to the country’s balance of payments, and in order to keep 
in operation the extensive and valuable selling organizations which 
the company has built up in so many parts of the world. We 
estimate that, by volume, our direct exports in 1947 showed an 
increase of 26 per cent. over those for 1938. In spite of shortage 
of supplies, currency difficulties and related import restrictions, 
our oversea companies were, in general, able to maintain their 
trading activities at a satisfactory level, even in such countries 
as China, India and Palestine. 


Mr. Lutyens, our Development Director, and I have just returned 
from a visit to South Africa. As you are aware, I was there two 
years ago and, under ordinary conditions, I should not have returned 
again so soon, but this visit was rendered necessary by H.M. 
Government’s decision to develop the East African territories. 
African Explosives and Chemical Industries, Ltd., are enjoying 
their usual prosperity and look forward with much confidence to 
continued progress. We are following the policy that directors should 
continually visit markets abroad—essential in the changing cir- 
cumstances which we are mecting all the time. These visits are 
not confined to directors. 

The construction of new plants proceeded as fast as the diffi- 
culties of the economic situation and the shortage of manpower 
and materials would allow. By pre-war standards, however, the 
rate of progress has been painfully slow. In view of the importance 
of our products as basic raw materials for home industries, and 
also as direct exports, it is hoped that our rate of expenditure on 
new construction and equipment in 1948 will be somewhat higher 
than in 1947, 

RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 

Xesearch continued on about the same scale as last year, but 
the difficulties associated at present with the erection of new manu- 
facturing upits is leading to a change of emphasis. Rather more 
attention is now being paid to long-term projects, which are un- 


likely to lead to the construction of new plant for a number of 
years, 


More time, too, is being devoted to the study of fundamental 
scientific problems, the solution of which can be applied to our 
chemical and metallurgical manufacturing processes at a later 
stage. The search for new therapeutic substances for the contro 
of diseases, such as malaria and sleeping sickness, is being actively 
pursued. Our discovery of the anti-malarial drug “ Paludrine’ 
has received very welcome recognition. In the plastics field we 
are pursuing our development work on plastic optical components, 
We have increased our facilities for the experimental production 
and evaluation of new synthetic fibres, and our latest work on 
the polyester “ Terylene,” in which world-wide interest has been 
expressed, confirms its early promise. In the field of dyestuffs, 
we have made another important discovery in “ Alcian”’ Blue, 

During the year the company further developed its schemes for 
the education and training of all categories of employees. Relations 
with the Trade Unions have been maintained on the basis of a 
frank understanding of our respective problems. 

Once again, we have every reason to be proud of the loyalty 
and zeal of our employees both at home and oversea and on your 
behalf, I should like to thank them all for their complete co-operation 
during the past year. 


Prorir AND DiviIpEND 


Total gross income for 1947 is £25,207,846 compared with 
£22,490,032 for 1946, an increase of £2,717,814, but if the amounts 
included in the respective years’ income which belonged to previous 
years are adjusted the increase in gross income is nearly £4,000,000 
The total consolidated sales turnover has risen from £118,000,000 
in 1946 to £137,000,000 in 1947. 


Net consolidated income is £8,290,859 for 1947 compared with 
£7,552,606 for 1946, an increase of £738,253, after providing in 
full for taxation to be borne by the companies concerned. Net 
income carried to the company profit and loss account is £7,646,933 
for 1947 against £7,171,109 for the previous year. 

The final dividend recommended on the ordinary stock of the 
company is 7 per cent., making with the interim of 3 per cent., 4 
total of 10 per cent. for the year. This is the same total distribution 
as for 1946 though for that year it was split as between a dividend 
of 8 per cent. and a bonus of 2 per cent. The Board see no need 
to continue to declare part of the total dividend as bonus. The 
amount of £1,000,000 is appropriated to Revenue Reserve (General). 


THE OUTLOOK 


While I remain an optimist about this country’s future I must 
emphasize the importance of facing squarely the grave difficulties 
which now confront us. Our Government has shed the easy 
optimism of its early days. Now I am thankful to say that greater 
emphasis is being placed upon hard facts, with much wider publicity. 
In the Economic Survey for 1948 the Government recognize that 
Britain—and the same is true of Western Europe—cannot by 
herself alone recover the prosperity of pre-war days. Further 
substantial external aid was essential if we were to maintain our 
industries and no more than our present austere way of living. 
That aid has now come in the enactment by the United States 
Congress of the European Recovery Programme. 


The struggle to sell our goods oversea will become more and 
not less intense. The paradox of our position is that while our 
task abroad will be more arduous at home we have a continuous 
pressure for higher incomes, more leisure, more amenities and 
better conditions. Our land and our manpower are limited. Unless 
we reason from the facts and mend our ways, we shall learn through 
bitter experience. This is the battle of output—quality output, 
competitive output. We can only cancel the losses we sustained 
by war by more and more productive power per man/year. 

It has been our policy throughout the war and since to keep 
our prices as low as possible. To comply with the wishes of the

Details of changes in coupon pointings for clothing and 
footwear and of some relaxation in the rules for the granting 
of utility furniture permits were given on page 945 of the 
Board of Trade Journal on May 15. 

From Tuesday, May 11, maroon utility furniture units 
were valid for acceptance by traders. Brown, turquoise, 
red, yellow and grey units are also valid. 

The Board of Trade are now issuing brown units only, the 
maximum number for a childless couple being 60, all of 
which will be u+sble immediately. Application forms should 
be obtained from any local Fuel Office and forwarded to the 
Utility Furniture Office, Board of Trade, at Southport, 
Lancs.

Cotton Yarn Production: The Board of Trade and the 
Cotton Board announce that the production of single cotton 
yain and cotton waste yarn for the week ended May 1 
amounted to the record figure of 18,070,000 Ibs.; for the 
previous weck ended April 24 production was 18,050,000 Ibs., 
and for the week ended April 17 (hitherto the best post-war 
week) was 18,060,000 Ibs. The Government’s target set for 
end-1948 is a rate of 20,000,000 Ibs. per week. 

The comparable figure of average weekly production for 
1947 (as given in the Monthly Digest of Statistics) was 
14,120,000 Ibs. 

Production of spun rayon yarn for the week ended May 1 
was’870,000 Ibs. ; of cotton and spun rayon mixture yarns 
was 140,000 lbs.; and of cotton and wool mixtures yarns 
was 60,000 Ibs. 

Recruitment in the spinning section exceeded wastage 
by 161 as against 213 for the previous week.

Piece-Goods at Wholesale Stage 


RTICLES of this series giving in full index numbers of 

wholesalers’ stocks and sales of clothing together with 

explanatory notes were published in the Board of Trade 
Journal of April 5 and August 16, 1947. These index 
numbers are based upon number (not value) of garments 
supplied by wholesale textile houses, including some whole- 
sale departments of clothing specialists. 

It is now possible to re-issue the complete tables on the 
new base of average monthly sales in 1947. At the same time, 
the combined index numbers have been re-weighted on the 
relative coupon value of sales of individual garments in 1947 
instead of in 1943, the base year originally used. Figures 
of adults’ and children’s nightwear have been collected since 
1944, and these are now included in the combined indexes 
for 1947 and 1948. The changes in weighting relate to the 
combined index numbers for 1947’and 1948 only. These 
changes made very little difference to the 1947 figures 
(which have previously been published on the old basis), and 
for this reason the figures for 1944-6 are republished. They 
are notstrictly comparable with later years since they retain 
the original (1943) weighting. 

There are two important differences between the index 
numbers published here and those relating to the ‘‘ Trade of 
Wholesale Textile Houses ’”’ presented in other Board of 
Trade Journal articles. First, these index numbers 
represent changes in the number of garments, not in the 
value, as is the case for the other figures. Secondly, the 
index numbers for both stocks and sales presented in this 


issue are based on the average sales in 1947 whereas in the 
other series of articles relating to wholesale textile trade the 
stock index is based on average stocks in 1942 and the sales 
index on average sales in 1942. 


How to Use the Tables 


In all cases the base for this series is the average monthly 
sales in 1947. Stock figures relate to the end of the month. 
Since stocks and sales both have the same base, a stock index 
of 50 means that stocks are equal to half a month’s sales at 
the 1947 rate. Further, to estimate the number of months’ 
stock in hand at the current rate of sales, the last stock index 
should be divided by the sales index for the same month. It 
is also possible to derive index numbers of purchases of 
individual garments (omitted from Table II through lack of 
space) by adjusting the sales index to take account of the 
change in the stock index between the current and previous 
month. Table I illustrates this connection between 
purchases, sales and stocks in the combined index numbers. 

In drawing conclusions from these index numbers allow- 
ance must be made for the effect of seasonal movements and 
of the release of new issues of clothing coupons. A low 
stock index may imply an existing shortage but not neces- 
sarily that output is below demand; on the other hand, a 
falling stock index, though relatively high, may indicate 
that output is below demand.

Combined Index Numbers 


The table of combined index numbers shows figures for all 
garments taken together and also for certain broad groups of 
garments. The figures are obtained by aggregating 
garments according to their coupon value, thus measuring 
changes in the basic coupon value of stocks and supplies of 
clothing of a specific type (e.g. hosiery). 

For some of the men’s outerwear garments—overcoats, 
raincoats and suits—the sample is not sufficiently repre- 
sentative for the figures to be shown as separate series. 
They have, however, been included in the combined index 
for all garments and also in the index for men’s and boys’ 
made-up garments. 


Sales and Stocks in March 


Stocks at the wholesale stage rose slightly in quantity (2 
per cent.) for all garments during March compared with 
February, an increase solely due to a rise of 16 per cent. in 
the combined stock index for hosiery. The index for both 
groups of made-up garments in fact fell by 6 per cent. 

There was a release of coupons on March 1, which may 
have had some influence on sales, the combined index for all 
garments being 6 per cent. higher ; increases were shared by 
both groups of made-up clothing, that for women’s, etc., 
being 11 per cent. and for men’s, etc., 17 per cent. higher 
than in February. Sales of hosiery, on the other hand, fell by 
1 per cent., probably a reflection of the normal seasonal 
movement coupled with the very mild spring. 

The index of purchases of all garments rose by 4 per 
cent. in March, due to an increase of 12 per cent. in hosiery 
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and of 3 per cent. in men’s and boys’ made-up garments ; 
but the purchases index for the women’s, etc., made-up 
group fell by 8 per cent. 


“Low ’’ and “ High ’’ Stocks 


Individual garments with a low stocks index in March 
(less than 2 weeks’ supply at 1947 average rate of sales) were 
4 in number, 3 of which again belonged to the children’s 
socks group, the fourth being boys’ trousers. Garments 
with high stocks indexes (i.e. over 10 weeks’ supply at 1947 
average rate of sales) were 5 in number, viz., women’s rain- 
wear and skirts, girls’ dresses, boys’ overcoats and knickers, 


Comparison with March 1947 


Compared with a year ago, the combined index for stocks 
of all garments and for each sub-group showed substantial 
rises, that for all garments being 82 per cent. higher than at 
the end of March 1947. The corresponding increases for the 
sub-groups were hosiery, 149 per cent.. women’s, etc., made- 
up clothing, 56 per cent. and men’s, etc., made-up clothing 
37 per cent. higher. 

Though the combined indexes for both purchases and 
sales show increases for all garments compared with March 
1947, these increases were mainly due to hosiery, for which 
purchases rose 30 per cent. and sales 13 per cent. For 
women’s, etc., made-up garments both the purchases and 
sales index numbers were lower by 5 and 7 per cent. respec- 
tively. Purchases of men’s, etc., made-up garments rose 
11 per cent. while sales showed no change.

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United Kingdom Trade Prospects in 
Paraguay

ARAGUAY, an inland sub-tropical country situated 

between Argentina, Bolivia and Brazil, has an area of 

about 157,000 square miles and a population of 
1,200,000. Asuncion, the capital, is about 1,000 miles up 
the River Paraguay from Buenos Aires and has a population 
of approximately 180,000. 

About 75 per cent. of the population in Paraguay is 
engaged in agricultural and pastoral pursuits, cattle 
breeding being the principal industry. In addition to 
canned meat, timber, quebracho extract, cotton, hides, 
yerba-mate (Paraguayan tea), tobacco and petit grain 
essence, which are the principal exports, mandioca, sugar, 
maize, rice, citrus fruits and edible oils are also produced. 
The production of rice and ground nuts is being encouraged 
by the Government. 

Owing to the civil war which lasted from the beginning 
of March 1947 to the end of August, the value of Paraguay’s 
exports fell from 82-7 million guaranies in 1946 to 65-7 
million guaranies in 1947. Imports, however, increased 
in value from 66-4 million guaranies in 1946 to 68-1 million 
in 1947. Paraguay thus had an adverse balance of trade 
in 1947 of 2-4 million guaranies as compared with an export 
surplus in 1946 of 16-3 million guaranies. 

According to figures published in the Fortnightly Review 
of the Bank of London and South America Ltd. (which has a 
branch in Asuncion) about 75 per cent. of Paraguay’s 
exports in 1947 went to Argentina and 10 per cent. each 
to the United Kingdom and Uruguay. Nearly a half by 
value of the exports to Argentina and Uruguay, however, 
were for re-shipment to other destinations, principally to 
the United Kingdom. Of imports into Paraguay, approxi- 
mately 35 per cent. by value were from Argentina, 29 per 
cent. from the United States, 15 per cent. from Brazil and 
6 per cent. from the United Kingdom. 

The United Kingdom trade returns show that imports 
into the United Kingdom from Paraguay in 1947 were 
valued at £1,784,235, while exports, including re-exports, 
from the United Kingdom to Paraguay amounted to £308,534. 


Goods in Demand 


Owing to a shortage of United States dollars, Argentine 
pesos and Brazilian cruzeiros and their favourable balance 
of trade with the United Kingdom, the Paraguayan 
authorities are anxious to obtain more of their requirements 
from the United Kingdom.

for the former is sold freely at the official rate of guaranies, 
12-56=£1. Any balance available, which will vary accord- 
ing to the inflow of exchange and the number of commodities 
which may at any time be classified as essential, igs 
‘‘auctioned”’ for the import of non-essential goods, 
Nominally this exchange is sold to the highest bidder but 
in practice is made available from time to time by the Bank 
of Paraguay at a predetermined rate which was last 
reported at a premium of 11 per cent. over the official 
rate. A 1 per cent. tax is imposed on all sales of exchange 
and a further 6 per cent. ad valorem tax is also levied on 
authorized non-essential imports. No other imports are 
permitted. 


Export Exchange 


Export exchange has to be sold in the official market in 
respect of so-called ‘‘ regular’ exports up to the “‘ aforo” 
or official valuation of the: commodities concerned. The 
balance and the whole of the proceeds of ‘‘ irregular” 
exports can be disposed of in the ‘‘ free’? market, where a 
premium of about 10 per cent. can be obtained. Free 
market exchange may be bought for any of the purposes 
for which official exchange is not available except imports. 

On December 30, 1947, the Monetary Board of the Bank 
of Paraguay published a Resolution as follows :— 

‘‘ Considering the steadily-decreasing national mone- 
tary reserves in United States Dollars, as a result of a 
world-wide shortage of this currency and the incon- 
vertibility of others, which fundamentally affects our 
balance of payments, the Monetary Board deems it 
expedient to effect a complete alteration of its programme 
of imports to this country for 1948, to meet present 
conditions, and estimating that foreign exchange revenue 
during that period is most unlikely to reach the levels 
of the preceding two years, due to the decreased pro- 
ductive capacity of the vountry as a result of the civil 
war which temporarily affected its normal resources.” 
The Monetary Board Resolved, inter alia, that : 

(a) ‘‘ Exchange contracts for the importation of goods 
comprised in the first group will be previously sub- 
mitted for consideration to the Manager of the 
Monetary Board, who will study the conditions of 
same and select the most convenient currency for 
effecting such imports.”’ 

(b) ‘‘ No irrevocable credits may be opened, increased 
or renewed without the consent of the Manager of 
the Monetary Board, who will sanction such opera- 
tions as, in his opinion, unavoidably require such 4 
facility and only after taking into account the 
exchange position at the time.’’ 

Exchange contracts, which are the equivalent of import 
licences, are required for all imports and must be obtained 
by the importer before placing his orders abroad. [Except 
in cases where documentary credits have been authorized, 
the remittance of foreign exchange in payment for imports 
will not be permitted until the goods have been cleared 
through the Customs. 

United Kingdom exporters sending goods to Paraguay 
would be well advised to ensure before shipment that theif 
customers in Paraguay are in possession of the necessary 
Exchange Contracts. They are strongly recommended 
also :-— 

(a) To correspond in the Spanish language and, if possible, 
to send their catalogues and other literature in that 
language, especially instructions for use, assembly, ete. 

(b) To register their trade-marks or brands (see Board 
of Trade Journal of April 24, 1948, page 810). 

(c) To insure merchandise against pilferage and breakage 
as cargo destined for Paraguay undergoes maby 
transhipments en route, especially in times of drought 
when the volume of water in the River Paraguay 


is low. 
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Commonwealth Production of Industrial 


Fibres 


EARLY all the world’s jute, nearly half the world’s 

wool, and about a quarter of all hemp are produced in the 

British Commonwealth. This is revealed in ‘‘ Indus- 
trial Fibres, 1948’’* published by the Commonwealth 
Economic Committee. 

The Commonwealth is on balance still an exporter of 
those fibres—wool, jute and hemp—of which it had a surplus 
before the war. The 1946 export balance for wool, admittedly 
in exceptional circumstances, was the highest ever recorded ; 
for both jute and hemp it was about one-half the pre-war 
figure. Dependence on foreign supplies of rayon, silk and 
flax—fibres imported on balance before the war—has now 
been considerably lessened, but for cotton it has been 
necessary to lean more heavily on outside sources. 

The contribution of industrial fibres to the export 
programmes of Commonwealth countries has retained its 
significance since before the war. South African wool was 
33 per cent. of all exports other than gold in 1946, as com- 
pared with 30 per cent. in 1938, and only 6 per cent. in 
1944. 

Hemp was 44 per cent. of all Tanganyika’s exports in 
1946 against 38 per cent. in 1938. Jute and jute manufac- 
tures were nearly 30 per cent. of India’s exports in 1946, 
24 per cent. in 1938.

Fibre production in general expanded during the early 
years of the war, but thereafter under the impact of the 
demand for food, declined rapidly. Where production 
exceeded the restricted manufacturing capacity of the 
consuming countries, as occurred with wool and to some 
extent with cotton, world stocks accumulated. Sub- 
sequently, continued heavy demand reduced these stocks, 
and the price ot many fibres continued to rise : thus by late 
1947 jute prices in London were nearly five times the 1938 
level, while wool prices had increased threefold. 


Cotton 


The average world production of cotton declined from 
17,900 million Ib. in 1937-38 (the highest of the century) to 
10,000 million Ib. in 1945-46. Consumption, however, fell 
even more than this, and consequently world stocks rose 


from 10,400 million Ib. in 1938 to 13,500 million Ib. in 1945. | 


By 1947 stocks had again fallen to 8,700 million Ib. 


Wool 
The production of raw wool fell rapidly after 1941-42. 


The decline was most marked in the United States, where 
the sheep population has fallen from 56 million in 1941-42 


to 88 million in 1946-47, and in Australia where the total | 


fell from 125 million in 1943 to under 96 million in 1947. 
The same trend has been seen in the Union of South Africa. 

Australia, however, retains its position as the leading 
wool exporting country and even in 1944, when shipments 
fell below 500 million Ib., Australia shipped more than 
twice as much as any other country. On the other hand, 
the United States supplanted the United Kingdom as the 
world’s leading importer of wool in 1941, and in 1946 this 
trend was further emphasized. 
Silk 

Before the war about 80 per cent. of the silk available to 
international trade was produced in Japan, where it was a 
major branch of agriculture. From 1940 onwards the need 
to divert labour to other activities led to a decline in the 
output of raw silk. In 1946 Japan produced under 12 
million lb. of raw silk, compared with nearly 100 million lb. 
In 1988, 


Flax 


Reliable information concerning the world’s flax industry 
8 lacking, but output probably declined by some 70 per 


cent. by 1945, and has shown so far only a moderate recovery. |

in Australia, in Ireland, and to some extent in East Africa. | 


is was, however, insufficient to balance the loss of Russian, 
Polish, Belgian and Dutch production. 


Hemp 

The most important sources of supply of hard hemps 
were the Philippine Islands for manila (used for marine 
cordage), the Netherlands East Indies and Tanganyika for 
sisal (used most notably for binder twine). The first two 
of these were lost to world trade after 1942, and were still 
far from recovered in 1946. World output fell considerably 
despite the maintenance of production in Tanganyika. 

The soft hemps, used for twines and cords, are grown 
largely in Eastern Europe and the Soviet Union. Russian, 
Italian and Yugoslav production were severely curtailed, 
especially in the later years of the war, and the total produc- 
tion of soft hemps in 1946 was less than two-thirds of the 
pre-war figure. 


Jute 

India has for many years produced over 95 per cent. of 
the world’s jute, but the growth of home demand has reduced 
exports. The United Kingdom has remained the largest 
importer, but the United States and the other major food 
producing countries all use considerable quantities. Although 
consumption of raw jute was heavily curtailed in the 
United Kingdom after 1940, consumption exceeded imports 
in 1946-47, and by the end of the latter year stocks of 
raw jute were the lowest since 1939. 


Rayon 

Notwithstanding the collapse of Japanese production 
after 1941, the world production of rayon yarn was main- 
tained almost throughout the war by the very large increase 
in United States output, which more than doubled during 
the period. The expanding United States share in staple 
fibre production, on the other hand, was insufficient to 
offset the loss of German, Italian and Japanese capacity. 
By the middle of 1946 the United Kingdom had become the 
second largest producer and the second largest exporter of 
rayon.

Palestine’s Sterling 
Balances 


HEN Palestine’s sterling balances were blocked on 

February 22, arrangements were made for £7 million 

to be released to supplement current accruals of 
sterling and enable Palestine’s essential needs to be met 
during the period up to May 15. Later it was agreed that 
further releases should if necessary be made during this 
period in order to finance private imports of food for 
consumption during the few weeks after May 15. 

In view of present conditions in Palestine, and, in parti- 
cular, of the fact that no effective central exchange control 
authority will for the time being exist with which the 
necessary arrangements could be discussed, and by which 
they could be administered and controlled, His Majesty’s 
Government have decided that it is impracticable at present 
to make further releases of a fixed, amount in respect of any 
period after May 15. Nevertheless, in order to meet the 
situation so far as possible, His Majesty’s Government will 
consider applications from individual banks, submitted 
through their correspondents in the United Kingdom to 
the Bank of England, for releases from their blocked 
accounts of reasonable sums required to make essential 
payments in sterling. Before approving any such appli- 
cations, His Majesty’s Government will require to be 
satisfied that the payment is for a purpose for which it is 
proper that a release should be made and that it cannot be 
met out of sterling already released or from current accruals. 
which in any case will be available. 

His Majesty’s Government have expressed their willing- 
ness to discuss more permanent arrangements as soon as 
circumstances render this practicable. 





Discussions with India and Pakistan 


The Governments of the United Kingdom, India and 
Pakistan have agreed that discussions will take place in 
London during the first week of June on the sterling 
balances. The United Kingdom Government will be 
represented by the Chancellor of the Exchequer and the 
Governments of India and Pakistan by the Finance Ministers 
of the two Dominions. 

Officials of the two Dominions will come to London 
in the last week of this month in order to have preliminary 
discussions with officials of the United Kingdom Govern- 
ment.

Anglo-Spanish Trade 


Negotiations 


URING the past fortnight, a United Kingdom 

Delegation, consisting of representatives of the 

Treasury and Board of Trade, have been discussing 
with representatives of the Spanish Government the course 
of trade and payments between the Sterling Area and Spain 
during the next twelve months. Agreement has now been 
reached by the Delegations and their proposals are being 
submitted to the two Governments for approval. 

Payments for the period to March 31, 1949, will continue 
to be governed by the Anglo-Spanish Monetary Agreement 
of March 28, 1947. The Supplementary Monetary Agree- 
ment of June 26, 1947, which extended convertibility of 
sterling, will be abrogated, but Spain will remain inside the 
transferable account area. 

The arrangements provide for exports to the United 
Kingdom of essential supplies including potash, pyrites, 
jron ore, and also olive oil, fruit and other foodstuffs. 
Exports from the United Kingdom will include coal, 
machinery, chemicals, and electrical goods, and a wide 
range of other products, and Spain has agreed to grant 
import licences for United Kingdom goods to a much 
greater extent than hitherto. 

Details of the arrangements will be announced later in 
the Board of Trade Journal. 





Sterling Area Trade with 
Western Germany 


UNITED KINGDOM delegation has been reviewing 
with the Joint Export-Import Agency in Frankfurt 
the probable pattern of trade between the bi-zone and 

the sterling area during 1948. Last year the sterling area 
was the largest customer of the bi-zone, exports to it 
amounting to $55 million. It was also the source of very 
considerable essential supplies for the bi-zone, amounting 
to $48 million. The review has shown that it is probable 
that in the course of 1948 the trade between the two areas 
will be strengthened and ought more or less to balance .at 
about $80 million in each direction. Included in the list 
of products to be exported during 1948 by the bi-zonal 
area to the sterling area are timber and heavy steel scrap, 
textiles, chemicals, machinery and other manufactured 
products. From the sterling area the bi-zonal area will 
obtain supplies of raw materials, such as wool, cotton, tin, 
hides, rubber, jute as well as some other miscellaneous 
items. 

The meeting in Frankfurt provided an opportunity for a 
fruitful exchange of views about the scope for trade between 
the two areas and gives ground for confidence that the good 
start which has been made will be developed. Occasion 
was also taken at the meeting to discuss a number of 
procedures affecting trade. Progress has been made with 
the removal of such hindrances to trade as remain between 
the two areas. 

It was not found necessary to make any formal trade 
agreement, but the United Kingdom Government and the 
Joint Export-Import Agency will keep a close watch on the 
course of trade and further discussions of this sort will 
take place whenever necessary. 


Trade and Financial Talks with 


Sweden 


The trade and financial talks between a delegation of 
the United Kingdom and Sweden have now been concluded. 
Agreement was reached on certain points arising out of the 
current financial arrangements, and a review was made of 
developments and possibilities for the remainder of 1948. 
It was found that further detailed study was required on 
both sides, and the talks will be resumed as soon as this 
has been completed. 





Shipments to Malta 


The Board of Trade Journal is informed by the Food and 
Commerce Control Office in Valletta that it is no longer 
hecessary to stencil the Import Licence Number on packages 
shipped to Malta. 
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British Debts Payments 
from Holland 


RITISH creditors of Dutch persons or concerns whose 

debts were paid in to the Deutsche Revisions-und- 

Treuhand A.G. during the occupation of the Nether- 
lands should note the statement below, which has been put 
out by the Dutch Liquidators of the Treuhand. 

Creditors who have not received a copy of the more 
detailed notice referred to in the first paragraph of the 
statement should apply direct to the Liquidators, to whom 
also any necessary correspondence should be addressed. 
Attention is, however, drawn to the last sentence of the 
statement :— ; 

‘* Liquidation of Deutsche Revisions und Treuhand A.G. 
provisional settlement to be expected in about six months. 

‘* The Netherlands Custodians Instituut announces that 
a notice has been sent to creditors giving information 
regarding the liquidation of possessions appropriated by the 
Germans in the Netherlands as enemy property. Copies of 
this notice in Dutch, French, and English are available for 
creditors at the liquidators’ offices in Amsterdam, Singel, 
250. 

‘* The most important part of the notice to creditors is 
that the liquidators intend to make a provisional payment 
of 75 per cent. to creditors having other than Reichsmark 
claims, settlement of which may be expected in about six 
months. Payment will be effected with due regard to the 
monetary and foreign exchange regulations. As the invest- 
ments in Reichsmarks have a very dubious value it is still 
quite uncertain whether and when a payment will be effected 
on the claims in Reichsmarks. 

‘* The notice further shows the various difficulties which 
were the cause of creditors not being supplied earlier 
with information of practical importance to them. For 
instance, only in November 1947, a large packet of securities 
was recovered which the Germans transferred to Germany 
in 1944. 

‘The announcement of a provisional payment of 75 per 
cent. is made subject to the registration of securities not 
unexpectedly disclosing that of the securities recovered a 
large number is disputed. In fixing percentage of the 
provisional payment a considerable amount had to be 
reserved in view of the possibility that law suits may arise 
on certain points. Nor can another less important parcel of 
securities be included in the settlement which, according to 
reports received, is also said to have been found in Germany. 
It is possible that this may only be disposed of by means of 
duplicates obtainable after the conclusion of the registration 
of securities. It will certainly take a considerable time yet 
before it is ascertained whether and to what extent a 
supplementary payment can be made from the said reserve 
and securities. The notice to creditors also states amongst 
other things that it is impossible to make advances on account 
of the anticipated provisional settlement. Creditors will 
expedite the provisional settlement by restricting their 
correspondence with the custodians as much as possible.” 


War Damage to British Property 
in Belgium 


An announcement appeared in the Board of Trade Journal 
of February 7, page 296, giving details of the manner in 
which registration should be effected in Belgium in respect 
of war damage to British property there. 

It appears that in some cases registrations were rejected 
on the grounds that regisiration was not yet open to British 
subjects. Following an approach to the Belgian authorities 
in the matter, His Majesty’s Government has now received 
an assurance that claims made by British subjects or firms 
will be accepted pending the publication of the final legisla- 
tion extending war damage facilities to them. 

Any property owner, therefore, who has had a claim 
rejected on the grounds stated above should re-register his 
claim with the appropriate Provincial Director of the 
Ministere de la Reconstruction (Dommages de Guerre). 


Trade with Costa Rica 

While the need toe expand British trade with all markets 
in the Western Hemisphere remains as important as ever, 
the attention of United Kingdom exporters is drawn to the 
restriction of credit facilities caused by recent disturbances 
in Costa Rica. It is suggested that shipments be delayed 
until exporters have received confirmation from their agents 
that the consignees are in a position to pay.

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Licensing of Capital Goods and Heavy 
Electrical Plant in India 


HE Gazette of India Extraordinary of April 10, 1948 
contains a number of public notices issued by the 
Ministry of Commerce, Government of India, which 
give details of (a) revised schemes for the licensing of 
capital goods and heavy electrical plant as from April 20, 
1948, and (b) the period of validity of future import licences 
for capital goods and heavy electrical plant. 
The main points contained in these notices are given

Capital Goods Scheme 


The Capital Goods Scheme will cover only the goods

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Import Regulations in 
Persia 


LIST of goods for which the Persian Government will 
issue exchange at the official rate was published in the 
Board of Trade Journal for May 8, page 929. 

Exporters who are shipping to Persia should bear 
in mind that the Persians operate a system of import 
control by means of quotas and that an importer must be 
in possession of a quota reservation before import and 
release licences will be issued on arrival of the goods at the 
Persian Customs. Since Persian banks will open a credit 
only on production of a certificate showing that a portion 
of the appropriate quota has been reserved it follows that 
if exporters ship only against irrevocable credits they should 
run no risk of having goods left on their hands because no 
import quota is available. 

With the announcement of the import quotas for the 
year beginning March 21, 1948, the Persian authorities 
have issued a list of goods the import of which will be 
prohibited. A copy of this list may be obtained from the 
Board of Trade, Export Promotion Department, Thames 
House North, Millbank, London, S.W.1. 

Exporters should note that in connection with the 
protection of the local textile industry the Persian Govern- 
ment have announced that the issue of import licences 
for artificial or natural silk piece-goods authorized in the 
quota depends on presentation of a certificate from the 
Industrial and Mining Bank, evidencing purchase of silk 
piece-goods from the Chalus factory. Against each metre 
of imported silk piece-goods the importer must purchase 
one metre of locally made silk piece-goods. 

Imported woollen piece-goods should contain at least 
80 per cent. pure wool and not more than 20 per cent. 
cotton and natural fibres. 


Czechoslovak—Swiss Commercial 
Treaty 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Fifth 
Additional Protocol to the Commercial Treaty concluded 
in 1927 between Switzerland and Czechoslovakia, signed 
at Berne, March 23, 1948, which came into force provision- 
ally on April 20, 1948, pending ratification by the two 
Governments concerned. 

Annex A of the Protocol modifies a considerable number 
of items conventionalized under the above-mentioned 
treaty to take into account the reform of the Czechoslovak 
crown in November 1945. Further particulars may be 
obtained by persons interested on application to the 
Export Promotion Department, Thames House, Millbank, 
London, S8.W.1. 


a el Rubber Statistics 


Imports of dry rubber into the Malayan Union in April 
last amounted to 18,228 tons, states the Malayan Govern- 
ment in London. The chief sources were Sumatra, 9,501 
tons; Dutch Borneo, 1,530 tons; Java and other Dutch 
Islands, 2,383 tons; Sarawak, 2,988 tons; North Borneo, 
1,049 tons ; Burma, 376 tons and Siam, 240 tons. 

Wet rubber imports totalled 5,514 tons (dry weight). 
Of this amount 5,199 tons came from Sumatra and small 
quantities from Dutch Borneo, Java and other Dutch 
Islands, North Borneo, Burma, Siam and French Indo- 
China. 

Dealers’ stocks in April totalled 70,080 tons, of which 
54,635 tons were at Singapore and 15,445 tons at Penang 
and Province Wellesley. 

Port stocks in private lighters and railway godowns 
amounted to 30,404 tons, located as follows :—Singapore, 
11,361 tons ; Penang and Province Wellesley, 6,592 tons ; 
Teluk Anson, 270 tons: Port Swettenham, 11,981 tons; 
and Port Dickson, 200 tons.

Changes in Indian Import 
Control 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at New Delhi 
has forwarded a copy of Public Notice No. 10-Pol(5) 48 of 
April 7, 1948, issued by the Chief Controller of Imports, 
Government of India. The Notice states that vertical 
boilers of all types up to 12 N.H.P. and Dry Shell type 
boilers at present covered respectively by Serial Nos. 31A 
and 31B of Part II of the Import Trade Control Schedule 
(see Board of Trade Journal of April 17, 1946) will no longer 
be licensed under these items, but in accordance with the 
tequirements of the industries specified against Serial Nos. 
36(i) of Part II, 4(i) of Part III and 65(i) of Part V of the 
Schedule. 


Pakistan 


Import Control: The United Kingdom Trade Com- 
missioner at Karachi has reported by telegram that the 
Pakistan Government announced on April 29 that all 
licences for imports from Sterling and easy currency 
countries issued for the January-June 1948 shipping period 
will stand automatically revalidated to the end of December 
1948 and will not require individual revalidation.

France 


Import Licensing: The scheme by which certain specified 
goods could be imported into France without a licence, 
provided that no financial settlement between France and a 
foreign country was involved, has now been withdrawn. 
(For previous notice see Board of Trade Journal of April 24, 
1948, page 823.) 


Exports: The Office des Changes has published a Notice (No. 
318) inthe French Official Journal of April 21, 1948, stating 
that as from May 1 exporters may retain 10 per cent. of the 
proceeds of their exports for the purpose of paying com- 
missions, publicity, travelling and exhibition expenses, and 
of buying equipment and raw materials not subject to 
international allocation. Operations under this scheme 
will be conducted through approved French banks only. 
It does not affect the existing arrangement whereby certain 
exporting industries, e.g. textiles and motor-cars, may 
use 10 per cent. of their sales abroad for the purchase and 
import of equipment.

Southern Rhodesian Import 


Restrictions 


The Southern Rhodesia Government Gazette of April 7, 
1948, contains a copy of Government Notice No. 228, 
publishing regulations extending restrictions on _ the 
importation of goods from certain specified countries. 

In addition to the countries specified in the Board of 
Trade Journal of October 25, 1947 (page 1857), permits 
are now required to import goods from Argentina, Belgium, 
Iaxembourg, Belgian Congo and the Mandated Territory 
of Ruandi-Urundi, Portugal and the Portuguese Empire, 
Sweden, Switzerland. 

These regulations should be read in conjunction with the 
notice dealing with the Control of Foreign Exchange issued 
by the Minister of Finance and published in the Gazette 
of the same date. 





Canada 


Customs Tariff: The United Kingdom Senior Trade 
Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded a copy of Memor- 
andum Series D. No. 47, T.C.250, issued by the Department 
of National Revenue, which states that by Order in Council 
P.C. 1351, dated April 6, 1948, the following item is estab- 
lished for the period January 1, 1948, to June 30, 1949 :— 
428h. Diesel and semi-diesel engines and parts thereof, for 

use in the manufacture of diesel locomotives. 
British Preferential Tariff Free. 

Most Favoured Nation Tariff 74 per cent. 
General Tariff ; 30 per cent. 

With reference to the notice published in the Board of 
Trade Journal of May 8, 1948 (page 930), Tariff item 35 (b) 
should read 353 (6). 





Colombia 


Importations of Merchandise by Air: The Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Bogota has forwarded a 
translation of Resolution No. 189 of April 20, 1948, issued 
by the Office for the Control of Exchange, Imports and 
Exports, which rescinds the provision whereby merchandise 
in packets of less than fifty pesos in value, sent by air 
express could be imported without licence (see Board of 
Trade Journal of August 31, 1946, page 1028). Henceforth, 
only the following goods may be imported in such air 
packets :— 

Spare parts for agricultural and industrial machinery 
and for motor cars and trucks. 

Penicillin ; Streptomicin. 

Serum for human beings or animals. 

Medical] and surgical instruments. 

Insulin. 

Magazines, books and periodicals. 

This resolution came into force on May 1, 1948. 


Ecuador 


Exchange and Import Control: Following the notice in 
the Board of Trade Journal of April 24, (page 823), His 
Majesty’s Representative at Quito has forwarded a copy of 
a further list of goods which have been added to List ‘ C” 
of the Exchange and Import Control Law of June 5, 1947. 

The importation of these items is now permitted under 
the classification of ‘‘ articles of luxury,” i.e. that foreign 
exchange must be obtained on the open market and that a 
surtax of 5 sucres per dollar must be paid to the Central 
Bank. 

The list includes certain articles of interest to United 
Kingdom trade such as tricycles, toys and games, also 
goods for sports wear, etc. 

A copy of the full list may be seen by persons interested 
at the Export Promotion Department (Tariff Section), 
Board of Trade, Thames House North, Millbank, London, 
S.W.1. 





Mexico 


Imports and Export Permits : The Commercial Secretary 
to H.M. Embassy at Mexico City has forwarded a translation 
of a Decree which came into force on April 26, 1948, the date 
of its publication in the “‘ Diario Oficial,’’ which empowers 
the Ministry of Economy to determine the merchandise 
which should be subject to import and export permits. 

It is suggested that United Kingdom exporters should 
instruct their agents to keep a close watch on the import 
position in Mexico, and give prompt advice of any new 
changes. 





Argentina 


Exchange permits for Cotton Goods: His Majesty’s Ambas- 
sador at Buenos Aires reports by telegraph, that the 
Central Bank issued a Circular No. 971 on May 15, authoriz- 
ing the grant of exchange permits for the importation of 
cotton goods from the United Kingdom to the value of 
£3 million. 

This amount is part of the £10 million which is to be 
allocated to British goods in accordance with Article V (c) 
of the recent ‘‘ Andes”? Agreement, particulars of which 
were given in the Board of Trade Journal of March 27 
(page 623).
